Washington, Jan. IS.— The Dem- 
ocratic National ConTtntloB, the 
date of which was set tbis morning 
for June 25, was awarded this after- 
noon to Baltimore over St. Louis, 
Denver, Chicago and New York. 
Baltimore offered a certified check 
for (100,000. 

Two ballota were taken. On tbe 
Irat Baltimore received S5 Totes, 
St. Louis 19, Chicago 3, Denver 6 
and New York 1. 

On the second ballot Daltlmore 
recelvedl 89 votes, St. Louis S2 and 
Chicago 1. Thla gave Baltimore a 
dear majority and the decision then 
was made unanimons 

Tbe first business nansactcil was »lll be coti.luit'd liy 
to decide that the convention" sliould 
be held June 23, one week after the 
Repttbllcas National Convention. At 
thla time the plitce of the conven- 
tion had not been determined. 

Denver made the first bid for the 
ronvention, Charles F. Franklin, of 
that city. addressinK the committee 
at IcuKth. Denver ofTered reasona- 
ble and necessary expenses for the 
convention and promised to ho lib- 
eral. Mr. Franklin asserted that 
Denver had the best convention ball 
ta the country. 

'fJChlcago next had Its innings, 
nofisrs Suliivaa, amid laugbte* aiid 
applause, said he had the unpreded- 
ented pleasure of introducinR to the 
ni-mocratlc comnilltec Fred W. 
ham. of Chicago, assistant treasurer 
of the Republican National Com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Upham argued at some length 
for Chicago, and when he bad con- 
cluded, some one proposed that he 
be made an honorary member of the 
Democratic Committee. There was 
more applause, but no vote on this 
!-UKKostion. .1. Hamilton Lewis 
closed the argument for Chicago, 
dwelling at length upon the advan- 
tages of that elty and ita exporlenee 
In handling national eontrentlons. 

Chicago, In addition to defraying 
Mm expensee of the convention, of- 
r< l ed a contribution of $40,000 to 
the Democratic campaign fund. Tbis 
announcement caused a stir and ap- 
parently increased Chleaco's ehaneea 
materially. 

Baltimore's bid followed Ob|ea* 
go's. Representative Talbot, of Mary 
land, made the opening speech and 
Senator Raymer pursued the argn- 
nient. 

The claims of St Louis were PN- 
sented by E. F. (ioltra. former Oov- 
ernor David B. Francis, Uolla Wells 
and James IS. Smith. St. Louis of- 
fered to be more liberal In appro- 
priations for the convention than 
ever before, but no definite amount 
was offered. 

Rdward M. Tlerney then spoke for 
New York. As soon as the New 
Vork liid was In 
Kan balloting. 

O. F. Hersliy spoke for Robert 
Crain, chairman or the Baltimore 
Committee, and called out m storm 
of cheers when he drew from hia in- 
side pocket p certified check for 
SI 00.000 and laid It upon the table. 
The demonstration continued for a 
minute Sr more.

tered at 20 degrees below zero.
